Half a mile 
beyond the lines of onr orroy, our teacher's Uvea 
are not safe. Letters come to us even from the 
Northern South, from the Ixirder South, from 
Maryland and Virginia, from our teachers, saying 
—“ We hold our positions here upon the peri! of | 
our lives.” We ordered one of our’best superin¬ 
tendents, the other day, his own work being done 
where he was, to push into the interior aud find 
out new places to locate now schools. He said, 

“ I will go ; but I may never write you another 
letter. I take my life in my hand ; ” and he cited 
instances to us of men who had been shot in cold 
blood but a mile from the place where he tlieu was. 

We are doing our work under the shadow of the 
sword, and the President is sh-nthing the swbnL 
We do our work atthe point of the bayonet, and 
the President is ordering away the bayonet. The 
suspension of the Bureau is the stoppage of out¬ 
work. Our schools are unpopular everywhere. 

Here and there a favorable mention is made of 
them by some Union man kindly disposed towards 
us, and who wishes to mike a fair show upon our 
records, but the truth is this, that the Southern 
and the Southern women are against ns, aud 
would not leave a single plank of our Bchoolhouses 
standing, if the sword were withdrawn. 

Suppose we could go on, and do this work for 

re or ten years, or an indefinite time, without the 
soldiery. Could we do a radical work ? No. 

We might educate the blacks. We might, to some 
extent, civilize the Southern people. Wo might 
make black people feel themselves respectable. W e 
might secure to them the rights of property, per¬ 
sonal rights, and personal privileges. We might 
secure to them certain civil rights. That is not 
enough. It is not enough under our Amer: 
principles that a man should bo safe in his 
safe in liis person, and should have the privilege of 
amassing property and holding property 
law. It is not enough that he should be able to 
support his own schools and educate liis family. 

That i3 a great thing—a grand thing—but in Amer- 
it is not enough. In Europe, under European 
institutions, it would be almost everything. 

America it' falls short of every tiling. It is not 
enough that one should be intelligent, that he 
should be rich, that he should have a large house, 
and an extensive family connection, that he should 
be personally privileged, if he is a panah ; and in 
America, without the ballot he is nothing but a 
pariah. I should be nothing without the oallot, 
because the ballot in America is the pivot—it is 
more than the pivot, it is the corner-stone of a 
t Ufa \ ma n is nothing in America unless he 
voice in public affairs, unless he is a voter. 

Politics are all things with us. Political rights are 
not one department of human rights, not one de¬ 
partment of social rights, not one class of rights 
among other rights. Political rights are the essen¬ 
tial rights; they are the fundamental rights ; they 
quintessence of rights. The ballot to a 
life, is position, is personal prerogative, is 
individual prestige, is power. It is a safeguard 
against his enemies. It is his claim to respect 
among his friends. It makes him distinctly an 
American—not a man, but an American man. And 
therefore I say, unless we can give the negro the 
ballot, our schools, and ah our social influences, 
will fail to redeem him from that miserable bond¬ 
age in which he is held, not by the law, not by 
prejudices, but by the ingrained influences of all 
the society in the country where he lives. 

I sav the ballot vHth ns is everything. It makes 
the small man great, and without it the great man 
is small I am not concerned to answer any of the 
objections that are made against the negro's having 
the ballot One man says to me, “ Give the negro 
the ballot, and he will vote as his master tells hnn 
to.” I do not believe it; tat what ti ke would_ 

Another man says, ** ^ “ 

it will simply puli' him up with such a 


fetter* that oppressed humanity are to lie cast 
off. all old wrongs are to be righted, crooked place* 
■ t» be mode straight, and rough places are to be 
le plain. We lay that down at the beginning. 
We start a new civilization. We build np a new 
government, and we build it upon an idea ; and 
that idea is liberty. It has never been tried upon 
the face of the earth. Go across the Atlantic ocean. 
Liberty there is poison ; with ns it is medicine. 
Thert it is danger ; with ns it is safety. There it 
means revolution; here it means regeneration. 
There it means bloodshed nnd war ; here it means 
prosperity and peace, the saving of life, the multi¬ 
plication of noble and of happy men and womeu. 
There the throne, the army, the government, the 
police, restall their power upon the head of liberty 
to keep it down ; hero wo boo the government, 
tlie police, the Bchool, the c Lurch, all put their 
arms under liberty, to raise it up. There they say 
the blood of liberty must bo let out; here we say. 
the blood of liberty must be mode fresh and red. 
That is our idea. We say, do not exclude anybody ; 
include more. Wo do not say that this mau shall 
not vote ; but we say that other man shall. We do 
not try to mount beyond danger by proscribing the 
men who have been rebels. Wo mount beyond 
danger by lifting up into tho prerogative men who 
have never before had tho privilege or prerogative. 
(Applause.) We counteract evil tendencies by new 
good tendencies, that have never before boeu 
brought into tho field. . 

That is an acknowledged principle. Como from 
it what will, we aland by it We say that nothing 
but good can oome from it We say that if the 
principle is a false one,—let us try it to see whether 
it is false or not—if it is discovered to be false, then 
let us abandon it We have started upon the 
ground that it is true. We shall not demonstrate 
its truth until we have carried it out to ito applies-1 
tion; and then I believe we shall see that it is God’ 
truth.

Speech of Rev. George H. Hepworth. 

Rev. Geokge H. Hepwobth of Boston was introduced 
by the President and spoke as follows :
